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CARNEGIE INSTITUTION'S MT. WILSON OBSERVATORY MAKES ASTRONOMICAL HISTORY 




On top of Mt. Wilson, 70 miles cast of Los Angeles, 
works a group of patient men who think in terms 
of decades and whose calculations are made in terms 
of milhons of light years. They are the astronomers 
in charge of the l(K)-iiK'h telescoiH' which in the last 
years has gradually rolled hack the frontiers of 
the universe. Night after night and for hours on 
end they sit. like Edwin Powell Huhble (rif/A/). tak- 
ing photographs of distant stars. 'I'o them, the earth 
is an infinitely small cog in an immense clock. 
Hence they live in an atmosphere pleasantly devoid 
of the petty realities of life. 

Mt. Wilson Ohservatory is one of the major 
research de))urtnu>nts of the Carnegie Institution of 
Washington. Hich in eipiipment, it is the interna- 
tional mecca of astronomers. Visiting scientists and 
the regular staff heade<l l>y Dr. Walter S, Adams 
(/(//) are in part responsible for bringing some order 
out of varied theories concerning the structure of 
the universe. They have charted the skies to a dis- 
tajice of j(K).O0O.lKIO light years, measured size, dis- 
tance and temperature of stars an<i the inconceiv- 
ably tenuous density of space, Tlieir work has given 
substantial backing to Einstein's theory of relativ- 
ity and lo the hy|H)thesis of the expanding universe.

Amain joh at Mt. Wilson Observatory during the 
past 4leoa<k> has Ih-cii Ut RikI out jtist how far 
oiir universe extends into space and how -itars, clus- 
ters and nelnilae (star systems) are distrifnited. To 
date the Observatory. l>ccause it has tJie most power- 
ful IcK'scope in the world, has iM-en altle to chart a 
sphere alniut oiu' billion Mghl years in diameter. In 
this sphere are galaxies similar to the Milky Way 
of which we are a minute part. The latter is an ag- 
glomerate of some billion stars in the shape of 
a giant rotating grindstone. Within it, apart fnmi 
.»itars, are diffuse nebular clouds, large clouds of 
dust, sonu' dark (I. !■). some shining in the reflected 
light f>f nearby stars (1. -i, 7). 

Far-flung throughout space iH-yond our own 
Milky Way system are the extragalactic nebulae, 
formerly thought to be great masses of luminou.i 
matter, which the telescope has now resolved into 
star systems. T'sing the spect rosc-jjpe with the UXl- 
nich mirror, astronomers founil that these nebulae 
api»eare<l to Ik- re<-eding at terrific sjK'ed and hence 
that tin' universe seems to U- expanding. 

On these pages you see some of the most spec- 
tacular cosmi<' photographs taken at Mt. Wilson. 
Dark Hay (1) is an immense bia<-k cloud of gas 
creci)ing across the sky an<l blotting out all stars 
In'hind it. (Those visible in front of this cloudy 
curtain are hundreds of light years away.) The 
great nebula i'i) in Orion is the only diffuse nebula 
visible to the naked eye.

Anew universe will greet astronomers when the 
200-inch telesco(>e is put into operation in 1940. 
This fantastic eye will see twice as far as is [>ossil>Ie 
today, will peer at stars one billion light years dis- 
tant.

It will increase the observable volume of space eight 
times, will bring the moon apparently within miles 
of earth. Thus we may know whether or not our 
Universe is expanding at terrific speed.

Possibly the solution does not tie in increasing the size 
of the mirror but in applying the principles of television to 
telescopes. By use of the photoelectric cell it may soon \>e 
[wssible to pick up each beam of hght. transform it into elec- 
tricity, amplify it millions of times and project it on a screen. 
If the practical difficulties of this problem can be solved, 
man will be able to* see hundreds of times further into space.

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MOTHER CABRINI ON ROAD TO SAINTHOOD 

The Pope hears of two American "Miracles" 



The alow machinery for making a Roman Catholic saint began turning in 
earnest on Oct. 26 for Mother Frances Xavier Cabrini. Pope Pius XI 
and the Congregation of Rites, finding that Mother Cabrini had "exercised 
Christian virtue to an heroic degree," accorded her the title "Venerable." 

Mother Cabrini was a holy Italian woman who founded the Missionary Sis- 
ters of the Sacred Heart and carried on her work in the U. S. She founded hos- 
pitals, schools and orphanages in New York.Chicago and a dozen other cities. 

Mother Cabrini died in 1917 and within eight years two miracles were 
claimed for her. The first was that of Peter Smith, a baby born in The Bronx. 
Just after his birth a careless nurse, dabbing his eyes with silver nitrate, 
according to custom, used a 50% instead of a 1% solution. The nitrate burned 
the baby's eyes black, ate deep furrows in his cheeks and induced double 
pneumonia. After doctors had given up hope of saving the child, a nun 
touched him with a relic of Mother Cabrini. Within 72 hours, according 
to sworn witnesses, every trace of the bums and pneumonia had disappeared, 
leaving Peter Smith as sound as new. 

Mother Cabrini's second miracle was worked on a Seattle nun. Sister 
Delfina Grazioli, apparently on her deathbed, saw a vision of Mother Cabrini 
and quickly recovered. 

On the strength of these claimed miracles. Mother Cabrini's admirers 
put her forward for canonization. In 1983 her body was exhumed and a Vat- 
ican examiner reported that her features were well-preserved, a point in her 
favor. The same year an Apostolic Process in Chicago rc\'iewed all the evi- 
dence of miracles. Pope Pius's action on Oct. 26, based on this evidence, 
started Mother Cabrini on a road which may, if other miracles are rec- 
<^ized. lead in 10, 20 or 50 years to beatification and finally canonization.

England, two from the East, two from the South. 
But regional differences did not, apparently, de- 
termine their choice, since New England, the East 
and the South alt split evenly on Chief Justice 
IV.

A smalltime quarrel Ijetween two Irishmen is making Rhode Island 
the most laughed-at State in the Union. Governor Robert E. Quinn, 
discovering an "insurrection" at Walter O'Hara's$l,lo0.000Narragan- 
sett race track, called out the National Guard, Oct. 17. to suppress it. 

Behind this comedy lay a tale of dirty politics. Seeking control 
of the Democratic State machine, rich, ambitious Turfman O'Hara 
had \'ilified the administration in his Pawtucket newspaper. Governor 
Quinn had responded by accusing O'Hara of shady racing practices. 
O'Hara called Quinn a "God-damned liar" in print. Quinn sought to 
have the track closed. Indirect methods failing, he turned to machine 
guns (right). While touts grumbled and reformers cheered, anxious 
journalists compared the Governor's action to the Fascist methods of 
the late Huey Long. Acidulous Scripps-Howard Columnist Westbrook 
Pegler ridiculed the affair as "The War of the Wild Irish Roses.**

The probably immortal sentence, "Ay tank Ay go 
home to Svetlen," was uttered by Garbo in 1927. 
She has postponed her departure for ten years, 
long enough to lose her Swedish accent, but Holly- 
wood firmly believes that some day she will go and 
not come back. 

Greta Garbo's youth, to all appearances, was not 
pleasant. The daughter of a machinist, she grew 
up in near-poverty and loneliness. When she was 
14, she went to work soaping chins in a barbershop. 
Her career l>egan when she got a job modeling hats 
for Bergstrom's department store in Stockholm and 
was seen by a smalltime movie producer. Through 
him she met Mauritz Stiller, the great Swedish direc- 
tor, who took her to Hollywood in 1945. 

The recluse of Hollywood now lives with a house- 
keeper in Santa Monica. She has made few friends. 
Occasionally she is cordial to strangers but more of- 
ten she will run away rather than meet them. She 
rarely goes out socially, though a story circulates that 
a prominent lady of the movie colony went into her 
kitchen one night and found Garbo sipping coffee 
with the Swedish maid. At the studio, an unbreak- 
able rule bars all visitors from the Garbo set and 
once, when her co-star John Barrymore brought Ar- 
thur Brisbane on the set, Garbo asked him to leave. 

In twelve years she has never owned a house in 
America but in 1936 she bought an estate outside 
Stockholm. Having finished Conquest {see p. Ji/O) she 
will soon go there to spend a few months or many.

The power of Czechoslovakia, shown on these 
pages, lies in the fact that it is what is left of the 
idea — Woodrow Wilson's idea of the "self-determina- 
tion of races" evolved at the Versailles Peace Confer- 
ence. On that principle. Euroix* should have been 
broken up into tiny patches, one to a race. 

Czechoslovakia, for practical purposes, was forme<l 
from three basic races: the Czechs of ancient Bohe- 
mia, the Slovaks of Slovakia and the Russians of 
the sub-Carpathian Mountains. The boundary was 
drawn to include also some Ciermans, Austrians, Hun- 
garians, Poles and Rumanians. .\nd it was aj;rec<l 
in the A[iu(>ritics Treaty of Ifll!) that self-govern- 
ment would Ix- given the Carpathian Russians, 
norninlly .sympathetic to Hungary. The Wilscm 
idea was to see whether Europe could sup|M)rt a re- 
public in which trarlitionally ho.stilc races got along 
together on equal tcrm.s. as they do in the C S., or 
whether the removal of ancient tyrannies would 
merely make them all stpiall for their resiKftive cul- 
tures. By and large, the rcstilt has Ik'cu the former. 

But Czechoslovakiii is not like the V . S., primarily 
because it is surroumlcd by hostile nati<ms (.vre innp). 
Czechosktvakia's rulers have nuiintaine<l the form.s 
of rlemiHTacy t)nly by vitilating some of its spirit. 
The Carpathian Ru.^sians have not l>een given self- 
government and the Slovak Popular Party I.ea<hT, 
Dr. Tuka.who most noisily demandeii Slovak antou- 
omy, is in jail. 

At present the noisiest minority in Czechoslovakia 
are Nazis led by Konrad Henlein. On Oct. 17. !Ien- 
leiu's de|)uties in the Czechoslovak ian Parlianu>nt led 
a fight with the polire in wliich several dcjuities, de- 
spite their "parliamentary imnnmity." came off with 
cracked heads.

Czechoslovakia's Premier Milan Hodza vehemently 
rebuked Germany for its presumption in attacking 
Czechoslovakia's attitude toward ils minorities.

Britain Gets Tougli witli Arab Terrorists in Palestine

Tor 14 years Britain has tried to administer 
Tits Ivcagtie of Nations inandatf over Palestine 
withont hnitalily. This was difficult, inasmuch 
as Moslem Arabs acutely resented Britain's 
attempt to move Jews in on them, systematic- 
ally terrorimi Jews and Britons. I*ast July a 
British Cominissiou cxhuustivcly [wndered the 
Jewish-Arah tjuarrel (LIFE, July 3) and gave 
its decision. Palestine, it decided, should be 
di^nded into an Arab inland area, a Jewish coast 
and a British corridor to the Holy Places of the 
Christian world, on the grounds that the Jews 
and Arabs had notably failed to settle their 
differences themselves. The Commission's report is rated the ablest document 
on Palestine ever composed. But in Septend)er the Arabs started to act up again. 
This time Britain ttnik off its velvet gloves and hit back har<l. 

Chief Arab troublemaker {uhorv, U-ft) was the Grand Mufti of Jerusalem, Haj 
Amin el Husseini, who had played a two-faced game with the British. On Oct. 1, 
he was ordered arrested and fled to the grounds of Jerusalenrs supersacred 
Mos(iue of Omar. On Oct. W, presumably disguised as a liedouin woman, he 
shpped through the cIom* British guard un<l esca|>e<l to the Pre uch- mandated I^cb- 
amm republic by car and motorlnjat. Officials there promptly shooed him on to 
Syria where French |>olice kept a clo.se wateh on him. 

Meanwhile in Palestiue the Grand Mufti, since replaced by a cousin, was not 
forgotten by his Arabs who on Oct. 10 set fire to the Lydda Airport. On Oct- 
i28, the British High Com niis.si oner, easy-going General Sir Arthur Grenfell 
WauehoiK', resigned, siip|>ose)lly to Im* replaced by the terror of terrorists. Sir 
Charles Augustus Tegart who made his strong-arm reputation in Indian Bengal.
